PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


On October 16, 1870, 17 years ago, 
O. W. Whittaker, formerly Bishop of 
the Nevada Diocese, but now of the 
Diocese of Pennsylvania, held here in 
the school house the first Episcopal 
service ever held in the town. Nearly 
two years later, in April 1872, he held 
the second service. In Jan 1873 
the Bishop commenced holding service 
in the Court House on alternate Sun- 
days; this he continued until the fifth 
of May of same year, when the place 
was filled by Reverend William Lucas, 
from Tiffin, Ohio. The parish, under 
the name of Trinity Church, located 
at the corner of d and Sierra 
streets, had previously been organized. 
Among its first officers were J. C. 
Lewis, Senior Warden; A. J. Hatch, 
Junior Warden; B. F. Leete, Secre- 
tary; D. A. Bender, Treasurer; J. 8. 
Shoemaker, Joseph De Bell and C. H. 
Eastman, V en. Previous to 
the arrival of Reverend Lucas as per-
